Dear  Dr.  Pickles, 

I beg  to  subnit  for  your  approval  the  following 
report  on  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  ended  31st 
Decenber  1942. 

1 .Water  Supply; 

Regular  inspections  of  the  sources  of  domestic  water 
supply  in  the  district  have  been  made  during  the  year  and 
little  trouble  has  been  experienced  with  regard  to  the  short- 
age of  water  apart  fron  the  hamlet  of  Nappa  Scaur * A new . 
supply,  storage  and  distributing  service  was  installed  during 
August  following  sanction  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  no 
complaints  have  since  been  received. 

New  connections  have  been  made  in  the  Aysgarth.  Parish 
for  four  cottages  and  for  one-  house  in  Askrigg  Parish,  whilst 
several  farms  in  the  Area  have  augmented  their  previous 
private  supplies  or  connected  up  to  the  Council’s  mains  where 
available, 

2#  Sewage  Disposal  and-  Drainage; 

Sewage  disposal  works  are  situated  in  Anpersett, 
Hawes,  Gayle^  Burtersett,  Hardraw,  Sinonstone,  Bainbridge, 
Askrigg,  ¥orton  and  Carperby,  the  rest  of  the  villages  in  the 
district  being  served  by  private  septic  tanks,  cesspools  and 
earth  closets. 

During  the  year  under  review,  new  w.c.s  and  drainage 
facilities  have  been  provided  at  the  School  in  Bainbridge 
which  are  a great  improvement  and  two  houses  in  the  village 
as  well  as  two  cottages  at  Askrigg  have  been  connected  to 
the  Council's  sewers. 

The  owner  of  one  house  in  Thoralby  has  installed  a 
septic  tank  and  w.c.  to  serve  one  house. 

3,  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal: 

There  is  no  organised  refuse  collection  in  any 
village  in  the  area  apart  from  Bainbridge,  the  inhabitants 
of  the  various  villages  have,  to  make  their  own  arrangements 
for  this  servico  to  be  carried  out. 

The  refuse  throughout  the  area  is  disposed  of 
generally  by  means  of  controlled  tipping,  attendants  being 
provided  in  a number  of  parishes, 

4,  Salvage : 

Salvage  is  collected  in  the  various  villager  in  the 
district  under  the  Council's  scheme  but  considerable 
difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  having  this 
material  removed  and  disposed  of. 

During  the  year  approximately  21  tons  of  waste  paper, 
40  tons  of  scrap  iron  and  tins  and  42^  cwt.  of  bones  have 
been  collected  and  removed,  but  as  pointed  out  above,  if  the 
materials  could  be  removed  more  regularly,  the  general 
public  would  be  more  readily  encouraged  to  carry  out  their 
duties  in  this  respect. 


5 , F ood  & Drugs  Act : 

( a ) Mill:  & Dairies  Orders . 

During;  the  year  130  farm  premises  have  heen  visited 
and  the  work  of  reconditioning  these  premises  is  almost  at 
a standstill  owing  to  war  conditions*  Many  of  the 
premises  visited  conform  to  a reasonable  standard  out  much 
work  still  remains  to  he  done  in  the  area,  particularly 
to  premises  which,  until  recently,  were  chiefly  used  for 
the  raising  of  stock  and  making  butter  and  cheese,,  and  as 
stated  in  previous  reports,  great  difficulty  is  being 
experienced  in  obtaining  the  necessary  materials s and 
labour  to  carry  out  any  large  scale  alterations  at  the 
present  time, 

(b)  Meat  & Food  Inspection; 

Twelve  licences  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act 
1933?  are  in  force  in  the  Area. 

The  whole  of  the  meat  supplied,  to  traders  in  the 
district  is  slaughtered  at  the  Ministry  of  Food’s  Slaughter 
House  in  Leyburn  and  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector  acts 
in  conjunction  with  the  Inspector  for  the  Leyburn  Rural 
District  Council  in  the  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered 
there.  Little  complaint  can  be  recorded  with  regard  to 
either  the  quality  or  quantity  of  meat  obtainable  in  the 
district* 

periodical  visits  are  being  made  of  all  food  shops 
etc,  in  the  area  and  the  co-operation  of  the  shopkeepers 
and  traders  concerned  with,  regard  to  the  examination  of 
unsound  and  suspected  foodstuffs  is  greatly  appreciated, 

6 » Housing;  Inspection % 

The  Council  have  had  to  take  statutory  action  with 
regard  to  four  houses  in  the  district  during  the  year,  The 
owner  of  the  premises  concerned  failed  to  comply  with  the 
notices  served  upon  him  and  the  Council  put  the  necessary 
repairs  in  hand, 

With  regard  to  the  repair  and  reconditioning  of 
cottages  throughout  the  district,  great  difficulty  is 
being  experienced  in  obtaining  the  materials  and  labour 
for  this  work  and  one  feels  that  this  public  service  nay  be. 
being  neglected  on  this  account,

Complaints  have  been  attended  to  as  soon  as 
possible  on  receipt  and  these  have  consisted  mainly  with 
regard  to  the  keeping  of  animals  and  have  been  rectified,

Three  licences  are  in  force  under  this  legislation 
in  the  area  and  regular  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
premises  concerned.
